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SCHOOL BONDS. 


The 
G A Z E T T E has pointed out before 
that the proposition to build a High 
School at the present time does not 
meet with public favor, as the majority 


of the people in Berkeley think that 
more grammar and primary schools are 
needed first, and they are willing to 
vote bonds in the sum of $75,000, or 
$80,000 for that purpose. 
These same 
people witrr but few exceptions are in 
favor of a High School, but not at the 
present time. 
In an interview with 
several gentlemen yesterday, they in 
formed us that they were in favor of a 
High School to cost not less than $75, 
000, one that would be an ornament 
to the town, not one that would cost 
$40,000 as proposed and of which our 
people would soon be ashamed. 


It has been demonstrated that the 
people at this time will not vote for a 
large amount of bonds, they signifying 
their ^willingness to vote for $75,000 
worth, and they will keep their word. 


The agreement reached at the meet 


lng 
of the Board of Education on 
Monday evening last to call an elec­ 
tion for the purpose of voting $100, 
000 worth' of bonds- to be used a; 
follows: 
$7000 for High School site 
and High School building and $30, 


for two grammar schools, one in East 
Berkeley and one in West Berkeley. 


We are positive this, proposition will 
not carry and the cost of calling an 
election will be just that much money 
thrown away. 


The 
people of West Berkeley are 
outspoken in this matter. 
They will 
cheerfully vote for bonds to the extent 


of $75,000, but no more. 


The 
people 
ot 
North and 
East 
Berkeley, while not so outspoken in 
the matter, to a large extent will vote 


for the $75,000 proposition and no 
more, and as it takes a two thirds vote 
to carry bonds, it would be well to con 
sider these facts before putting it to a 
vote of the people. 


The 
G A Z E T T E is in favor of a mag 
oificent High School, and also good 
grammar and primary school buildings 
that will be ample for the increase that 
will come each year, and would vote 


for and advocate not less than $150, 
000, if it were possible to carry the 
measure. 
We are positive, however, 
that even $100,000 will not carry at 
this time, consequently we advocate 
the $75,000 
proposition, 
which we 
know will carry. 


Berkeley is growing very rapidly, and 
through its University and the news 
papers it is becoming known as the 
educational center of California, and 
on the strength of that thousands of 
families will come here to make their 
homes in the future, and it will not do 
at this time to have it go out 10 the 
world that 
Berkeley, the University- 
town, had refused to vote $100,000 


for school purposes, as it would have a 
most disastrous effect upon our pros 
perity.

feat and there would be no way of ex­ 
plaining 
it 
away. 
The people of 
Berkeley know the reasons, and con­ 
sequently they should avoid having 
defeat of the bonds occur.

residences surrounded by lawns and

result the water in trying to find its 


way to the bay is obliged to spread all 
over the country, doing much damage 
to streets and private property.

This will take a long time but it 
would be well for the Board of Trus­ 
tees to begin figuring on the cost and 
kind of sewer in order that when the 
proper time comes the people may be 
prepared to vote 
for the necessary 
amount of bonds.
